North Vietnamese, he described 
his ordeal. 


"In one village I was tied to a 


tree and used for target nran. 
tice - the guards tnea to see 
how close 
they could come to 


shooting me. Another time, one 
pulled a trigger with the rifle 
next to my left ear. It caused a 
deafness that lasted for several 
months. 


"But 
the worst torture was 


being dragged by i water buf- 
falo. My hands were tied so 
tightly the nerves were cut off." 


Dengler said he told his cap- 


tors nothing except his name, 
rank and serial 
number, as 


prescribed by the Geneva con. 
vention on prisoners of war. 


"Those 
people 
don't even 


know what the Geneva conven- 
tion is," he -.aid. "They don't 
even know we .-xist. All they 
know is Lao s. Cambodia and

He saw no prisoners sign prof- were 


fered statements denouncing the Maryland 
United States, he said, though

all were harassed. 


Dengler hesitatingly told how 


he escaped with Air Force Lt. 
Duane Martin of Denver, Colo., 
then watched a villager hack 
Martin to death. 


Dengler was flying a recon- 


naissance plane over North Viet 
Nam last Feb. 1 when ground 
fire brought it down. He landed 
across the border in Laos where 
he was captured a day later. He 
escaped once, for six days, then 
for good on June 29. 


Dengler said he and six other 


Americans 
confined 
in 
a 


thatched- roof hut decided to try 
to escape when they overheard 
guards planning tokill them. 


"Lt. Martin and I decided it 


was better to die in the bush — 
as free men — rather than in 
the hands of Communists," he 
said.

Martin was 
speaker during the 80th and 
83rd Congresses and was Re- 
publican leader for 16 years be- 
fore 
being 
toppled by Rep. 


Charles A. Halleck, R-Ind.

Johnson's Viet Nam policies and 
an apparent white backlash to 
open housing, the most contro- 
versial section in the adminis- 
tration's civil rights bill.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— Baffled by astronaut Richard 
F. Gordon's Jr.'s tiring space- 
walk experience, 
project offi- 


cials today continued to search 
for ways to overcome man's 
seeming inability to work in the 
weightless 
ocean of space for 


long periods. 


If they cannot, it might re- 


duce the number of tasks astro- 
nauts can perform while on the 
moon. Astronauts also would 
need 
to 
work outside their 


spaceship to perform a space 
rescue, erect space stations or 
repair a broken satellite. 


"We've got to have some 


more 
experience," said Dr. 


Charles Berry, chief astronaut 
physician, "and really get the 
details of each of these experi- 
ences and try and put them all 
together in some coherent story. 


"I can say very honestly that 


there are some things here that 
we continue to not understand." 


"The basic problem appears 


to be that it is very, very hard 
work," agreed mission director 
William C. Schneider. "And, 
regardless of the suit, it is going 
to remain hard work." 


Man has no basic stability in 


space, if he doesn't have some- 
thing to latch on to. It's like lift- 
ing 
weights 
while 
treading 


water. 


Using tethers to tie a working 


astronaut down "is absolutely 
necessary to cut this workload," 
Berry said. 


Astronaut Edward H. White 


II, America's first space walk- 
er, said he was hampered by 
the stiff, 21-layer space suit. 


"You're working against a 


pressurized bag, and you have 
to move the bag around wheu 
you make motions," the astro- 
naut said. "It takes slow delib- 
erate patience about what you 
are doing." 


As the result of. troubles en- 


countered by White on Gemini 4 
and other spacewalking astro- 
nauts on later flights, devices 
were Installed on Gemini 11 to 
give Gordon better leverage — 
hand holds and overshoe-like 
footholds. 


The astronaut never got to use 


them, however. They were lo- 
cated at the rear of Gemini 11 
and the early part of his space 
walk kept him in the front, 
around the locked-on Agena tar- 
get satellite. 


"Quite obviously, we underes- 


timated the amount of work," 
project planners conceded. 


The chief physician also noted 


that the fact that Gordon per. 
spires very freely may have 
been a factor. Sweat poured into 
his right eye as he labored out- 
side Gemini 11, hampering his 
vision. 


A similar problem cut short 


the space walk by Gemini 9 as- 
tronaut Eugene A. Cernan in 
June, when his faceplate fogged 
from

heavy 
breathing,

SARASOTA, Fla. (AP) - Dr. 


Carl Coppolino, 
scheduled for 


trial Nov. 7 in the death of his 
first wife, was in a guarded hos- 
pital room today after collaps- 
ing in court. 


Hospital officials saidCoppoli- 


no's 
attorney 
had 
instructed 


that they withhold word on his 
condition but added he wasn't 
believed to be in great danger. 


The 34-year-old author-doctor 


was rushed to the hospital after 
collapsing in Circuit Court Tues- 
day during a preliminary hear- 
ing to determine 
whether he 


should stand trial. Gasping and 
clutching his chest, he was car- 
ried to an ambulance. His sec- 
ond wife, Mary, was at his side. 


Coppolino has said he has a 


heart condition. He was hospi- 
talized the night of his arrest 
July 
23 after complaining of 


chest 
pains, and again 
last 


month for the same reason. 


His seizure came about 30 


minutes after Marjorie Farber, 
testifying for the defense, told 
the court she and the slightly 
built doctor 
had been "inti- 


mate" and had taken several 
trips together in 1963, including 
one to Puerto Rico. 


Mrs. Farber, 52, is the widow 


of William Farber, a retired 
Army colonel Coppolino is ac- 
cused of killing in 1963 when he 
and his first wife were neigh- 
bors of the Farbers in New Jer- 
sey. 


Mrs. 
Farber, an attractive 


woman with dark hair, also told 
the court she had heard Coppoli- 
no mention a drug which the 
state contends he used to kill his 
first wife, Dr. Carmela C'oppoli- 
no, 32, at their Sarasota home in 
August 1965. The drug was once 
thought to be undetectable. 


Judge 
Lynn N. Silvertooth 


recessed the hearing until to- 
night. 


He had completed the prelimi- 


nary 
hearing, 
upholding the 


trial, and was listening to argu- 
ments 
on a fugitive warrant 


from 
New Jersey. The judge 


also is scheduled to hear a de- 
fense motion to release Coppoli- 
no on bail.

Gemini Goes 
to New High 
and Faster 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— Shouting "We're on top of the 
world," the Gemini 11 astro- 
nauts today soared higher and 
faster than man has ever flown 
and Richard F. Gordon Jr. later 
poked the upper half of his body 
Into space to photograph the 
stars. 


"I tell you, you can't believe 


itl" 
command 
pilot 
Charles 


Conrad Jr. exclaimed as Gem- 
ini 11 rode the power of an 
Agena rocket 850 miles above 
the earth over eastern Austra- 
lia. "Utterly fantastic . . . the 
world is round." 


After reaching the high out- 


post twice, the astronauts re- 
turned to their original path, 
which ranged from 180 to 190 
miles high. 


At 8:49 a.m. (EST) Gordon 


opened his hatch and stood in 
his seat as Gemini 11 passed 
high over the Indian Ocean. 


For 2 hours, 20 minutes he 


was to snap scientific pictures 
of relatively young stars. 


Because he only had to stand 


there, the workload was much 
less than that which overtaxed 
Gordon during his space walk 
Tuesday. Within minutes Tues- 
day he was breathing and per- 
spiring heavily. His right eye 
became blinded with sweat and 
he had to scurry back to the 
safety of the cabin. 


During the stand-up exercise, 


Gordon was tethered to the in- 
side of the cabin by four lines- 
three of them for oxygen, com- 
munications and biomedical in- 
mentation. The fourth was a re- 
straint tether, shorter than the 
others to prevent the three key 
lines from breaking. 


Gordon aimed an ultraviolet 


camera, mounted on the side of 
the craft, at selected stars. 


"We're on top of Jhe world," 


Conrad reported as they reached 
the peak of the roller-coaster or- 
bital path. 


"Just out of my left window, I 


can see all the way around to 
the very end, with the horizon 
all around," he said. 


The record-breaking journey 


started with a massive jolt of 
power from the Agena at 3:12 
a.m. EOT. 


"It's 
going!" Conrad said. 


"It's really going!" 


"Have 
a good ride," the 


ground controller told him. 


After the first kick of speed 


the Agena gave Gemini 11 a 
record as the slowest-orbiting 
spacecraft. It fell from the usu- 
al 17,500 miles an hour to 15,402 
before reaching the peak of its 
outward trip. 


Then Gemini started downhill. 


It raced faster and faster until 
it was going at 17,884 miles an 
hour, faster than man has ever 
gone before. 


The ground controller, asking

Pentagon Admits That 
Millions of Dollars in 
Supplies Are Stolen 


Courses Here 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pen- 


tagon officials estimated today 
millions of dollars in building 
supplies sent to Viet Nam have 
been stolen outright, damaged 
in hasty unloading operations or 
ruined by exposure due to lack 
of storage facilities. 


"A few million dollars worth 


stolen? Hell, yes," declared a 
top officer connected with the 
Viet 
Nam 
construction pro- 


gram. 


"Well, say below $10 million 


— maybe under $5 million," he 
added. "We really don't have a 
fix on it yet." 


But a more definite idea of 


the loss may emerge in Novem- 
ber, he said, when civilian con- 
tractors complete an inventory 
now under way at three major 
depots and 13 warehouses in 
Viet Nam. 


This will be the first account- 


ing of what materials the con- 
tractor has used and has in 
stock — eight months after a 
gargantuan stream of supplies 
began pouring into Southeast 
Asia for U.S. military facilities. 


Officials say the delay in get- 


ting records up to date could not 
be avoided because of the crash 
mobilization undertaken by the 
private 
consortium known as

South Viet Nam.
